Washington, July 22.—The Pinkerton 
brothers were given a hearing this morning 
by the house committee on judiciary. They 
submitted a written statement in which 
they said the men employed by the agency 
were selected with great care, and only 
after a full investigation of their charac 
ter and antecedents; that they seldom. al- 
lowed men to carry arms unless authorized 
by the legal authorities or sworn in as 
men have only 
used arms as a last extremity in order to 
protect life. They refused to send watch- 
men to Homestead unless the men were 
sworn in as deputy sheriffs; that Deputy 
Gray accompanied the men to Homestead 
and distinctly und that he had the 
power to deputize them in case of neces- 
sity. The tmstructions to the men were 
that they should not be armed unless deput+ 
ized by the sheriff; that the boxes in the 
barges were not opened and arms and am- 
munition distributed until after the strik- 
ers began firing on the watchmen. Klein

Brunswick, Gal, July 22.— (Special.) — 
| Glynn superior court and Glynn’s board of 
county commissioners—the two branches of 
Glynn county’s government—have clashed 
im a manner that has created a sensation in 
| l section. The facts in the case are these. 
stenographers, according to law, are

Zed Rainey Had No Earthly Right te Open 
His: Wife's Letter. 0 


In yesterday’s Constitution was a story 
giving the particulars of the sensational 
suit against Zed Rainey, of Acworth, for 
opening a letter. 

That story was from Rainey’s view of 
the case, and in it he did not mince words 
to imply that he had intercepted a very 
criminally suspicious letter between his 
wife and one of the proprietors of a shoe 
factory in Acworth. 

The facts in the case as shown in the evi- 
dence submitted before Judge Haight's 
court when the case was on trial do not at 
all substantiate that account of fhe af- 
fair. 

‘The case was tried before Judge Haight, 
June 2Uth. It was shown that Kainey had 
been not a responsible husband and that he 
and his wife separated, he leaving her for 
quite a long time. She then took employ- 
ment in a shoe factory at Acworth to earn 
a living for herself and her four or five 
little ones. 

Things rocked along smoothly enough, so 
the evidence goes to prove, until the seem- 
ingly unworthy husband returned, and his 
wife admitted him to the house to live, but 
not as husband. * 

She claims that in order to forge her to 
do this-he gave orders to her employers not 
to continue her name as an employe. This 

s done and the wife wrote a letter to 
her former employer telling him of her sit- 
uation and asking him please td give her 
employment again that she might support 
herself and children, as her husband would 
not. In the letter she asked that h reply be 
sent her at some place else than her home, 
oe 25 husband would prevent her from get- 

ng it. 

She claims that her husband saw her go 
to the postoffice and il the letter, and the 
evidence tells that he went there, and find- 
ing no one but a little boy in the office de- 
manded the letter and obtained it. Open- 
ing it he Yetained it, keeping it from reach- 
ing the Shoe factory proprietor. 

The suit is against him by the govern- 
ment for violating the law that savs no 
man shall intercent a letter before it has 
been carried by the mails to the person to 
whom ft is nddréekeed.

TIRED OF LIFE'S HARD STRUGGLES | 


And Without Hope or Purpose in the 
World, John Lowther Ends‘ Hi 
Life with His Own Hand. 


From a model young man respected and | 
admired John Lowther ran through all the 

stages of sin in four short years until he 
reached the bottom—a wreck, physical, 
mental and moral. 

Yesterday the end came. A dose a mor- 
phine—that tells the story. 

. is a young man twenty- 
five of age. His parents live at 37 
Piedmont avenue on the corner of Gilmer 
street, and there they have made their 
home for years. 

Lowther’s father is @ contractor, and is 
an honest and well-liked citizen, a strict 
member of the Catholic church and a man 
who deals fairly with his fellows. John 
was the eldest boy and was always the 
pride of the home. His father took extra 
care with his training; kept him from bad 
company as much as possible. As a result 
of this watchfulness and care young Low- 
ther grew up to be a model young man. In 
b the young man was highly suc- 

He was connected for years with 
David H. Dougherty & Co., the Peachtree 
street dry goods firm. Fot a long time he 
was the trusted city collector for the firm. 
No one stood higher than Lowther. He 
Was pointed to as a model young man, and 
one who had been trained up in the way 
that he should go. 

But it is not always true, as the proverb 
says, and as this case shows that “train 
up a child in the way he should go and when 
he ges old he will not depart from it.“ 

When John-Lowther came to be a man 
of his own, he departed from the careful 
training of his, father. 

Wine and Women. 

And the causes old as the proverb itself 
were responsible for his downfall. Wins 
and women—that tells the story. 

First he began to indulge in the wine 
cup and then seductive smiles of women 
lured him from the narrow way. He began 
to indulge too freely, and finally he became 
a hard drinker. He lost his position and 
down through all the stages of sin he went 
untit he reached the very bottom. 

A. few months ago Lowther was arrested 
on a charge of forgery, and he spent sew 
eral weeks in jail on that charge. Six weeks 
ago his parents secured a settlement of 
the trouble and he was released. 

Whgn he came out of jail he drank mbre 
and more. So low had he fallen that he 
left his home rather than mortify his father 
and’ mother by the sight of his misery and 
degradation. Ten days ago Mounted Off- 
cer Sewell arrested him on Peachtree street 
on a charge of vagrancy. He was sent to 
the city stockade for several days and was 
only released a day or sé ago. 

Yesterday he was more miserable and 
dejected than ever, and drank considerably. 
About 5 o’clock he was found seated on the 
curbstone on Decatur street apparently suf- 


‘fering acute pain. His face was haggard 


and tte feature of it seemed writhing in, 
agony. is eyes were dim, and a half-con- 
scious light glowed in them. 

The officer at once sent for the city am- 
bulance and had Lowther removed to the 
Grady hospital. 

Near the End of It All. 

Ne was already gj +-chless and vuncon- 

scious. Dr. Fensch, the hospital superin- 


tendent, gave the sufferer immedi. :e atten- 


tion, but he quickly found that the case 
was a hopeless one—that the young man was 
even then in the cintches of death. 

Drs. Gill, George and Blalock, heuse phy- 
sicians, were called in to assist Dr. 
Fensch. Artificial respiration was triéd, 
and by this means the young man was kept 
alive for nearly an Hur, although he never 
spoke and his heart beat but faintly. 

At 6 OMock he died. 

A half finished letter addressed to his sis- 
ter was found in Lowther’s pocket. 

It read; 

Dear Sister—I have determined to put an 
end to my miserable existence. 1 have grown 
tired of life, and only give father trouble. He 
sent for a policeman to arrest me. I have 
already taken the — 

The letter broke off abruptly. It was 
written in a scrawling hand, and the young 
man was evidently suffering under the in- 
fluence of tthe deadly drug when he 
penned it. 

Several love letters signed “Gussie,” and 
written im the tendérest vein were found 
in his pocket. Each letter breathed the 
warmest sentiments of love. A number of 
scattering verses which he had written to 
his sweetheart were found in his pocket. 
a he was deeply smitten the letters 

ow.
